I beg to submit my annual report for the year ended 
31st December 1960, presented in accordance with the instructions 
of the Ministry. 

The crude birth rate has risen by 4.3 above the figure 
for 1959, and the crude death rate is still well below the 
national average.

Mr.Chairman and Gentlemen, 


The year hes been uneventful and the main interest has 
been centred on the proposals of the Boundary Commission re- 
garding the future of the District. A post-card poll was 
conducted in the Parishes of North Petherwin and Werrington 
(West of the River Tamar) to escertain the wishes of the 
inhabitents regarding the proposal that this crea of Devon 
should be transferred to Cornwall. The result of the poll 
was a majority in favour of being transferred to Cornwall. 
If these two parishes are transferred to Cornwall the rem- 
aining perishes in the district will take on the roll of 
"Unwanted Children" as I cannot visualisc them dcriving any 
benefit by being attached to any other Rural District in 
Devon

There is only one slaughter-house which is used by the 
owner for his family business. Under the requirements of the 
Council's Slaughter-House Report submitted to the Ministry of 
Agricultural Fisheries and Food certain improvements will have 
to be curried out before the end of 1961 if the licence is to 
be renewed. 


Grocers 


There core seven general stores from which groceries are 
sold,only two of these are of any size. Mobile grocers store 
vons are increasing in the district and these are found to be 
kept clean.

There are five retecilers of pre-packed ice cream. In all 
cases conditions ore satisfactory. 
Milk 


In October © Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food 
Order became operative in the area which mde it illegcl to 
sell milk by retail unless it was "Specially Designated" as 
either "Pesteuriseda", or "Sterilised" or "Tuberculine Tested". 


Designated milk can only be retailed in bottles, suitably 
Gapped and labelled and bottling con only take place on licensed 
premises.

Continuation 
of supply has been mainteined ct satisfactory pressures. 


Supply to Ivyhouse reservoir is mede from the Board's 
main works at Prewley".
